Guthrie, Okla., iFeb. 17. — Agreement 


was reached in the Senate's 'Demo- 
cratic caucus, referring the fee and 
salary bill to a committee of six to 
redraft that section which proposes 
to fix the salaries of district and 
county officials, using the Smith bill 
as a basis. The Indiana and Califor- 
nia ideas 'are to be abandoned, under 
caucus instructions, thus insuring the 
legislation to a great extent on a 
basis of population. On the commit- 
tee are Senators, Graham, lEggerman, 
-Redwine, Smith, Thomas and Sor- 
rels, representing the factions that 
have been supporting or opposing the 
Smith bill, from the viewpoint of 
each county. It \is believed the act- 
ual basis of the Smith bill will be 
lifted to a point where it will be ac- 
ceptable, at least, to the Senate. 


Kills Guardianship Bill 


iBy a majority of the vote the Sen- 


ate killed the bill by Mr. Stewart pro- 
viding that the marriage of a minor 
ward terminates the guardianship as 
to personal property, but the Sena- 
tor from Hugo lodged a motion to 
reconsider. Several East Side Sena- 
tors opposed . the measure. 


"When a white man marries an In- 


dian girl over in the Eastern part 
of the State," said Senator Stewart 
in defense of the bill, "the next 
morning he goes forth with an axe 
and begins to blaze a trail through 
the woods. He complains about 
wife's neighbors cattle eating 'our' 
grass, the white man shooting 'our' 


and drinking 'our' branch wa- 


ter. You would think that he^.owns 
the uunivecae;. To perpetustenihtsi idea- 
will create strife between white peo- 
ple and the Indians. The most im- 
portant thing for a white man in 
Eastern Oklahoma is to be able to 
;et a home," 


The Senate passed finally the . bill 


by Senator Williams, appropriating 
£155,000 for care of the insane at' 
Norujan, and recommended for pas- 
sage "the bill by Senator Blair, legal- 
zing " bond issues 
of 
incorporated 


towns, cities or districts. 


Tax Board Bill. 


The House reconsidered' its action 
( several days ago and passed the 
Administration bill to create excises 
tax boards, and limiting the amounts 
of tax levies unless voted by the peo- 
ple. The vote was 58 to 33. The iRe- 
publicans voted against the measure 
and fol1 this reason the emergency 
was defeated. Cities are limited to 
seven mills, incorporated towns to 
five mills, townships 
three 
mills, 


districts for common schools to five 
mills, but these may be increased to 
the limits fixed by the Constitution, 
if a majority of the people so vote, 
and '50 per cent of all qualified elec- 
tors participate in the election. Mr. 
Vogel tried to have the township 
levy increased to nve mills, but was 
voted down. 


The bill fixing procedure for leas- 


ing land to minors, for oil, gas and 
mineral purposes, was under dis- 
cussion in the iHouse without action 
being taken. 


Yogel Resolutions 


Mr. Vogel secured adoption of his 


resolution calling for records, books 
etc., of the State dispensary, dating 
from the tltae it waa- inaugurate 
and covered by the special report 
made by State Examiner anfl Inspec 
or Taylor, and for a special report 
to be made by the House Invest 
gating Committee. The resolution wai 
laid over from yesterday; and, whe 
reached today the author moved Its 
adoption, which carried without 
dissenting vote. Democrats were ap 
parently not acquainted with it 
contents until after the vote had been 
announced. Ot the large batch ot re: 
olutlons offered by Republican mem 
bers looking to a probe of the Stat 
departments this is the first that ha 
failed of reference to the Invest: 
gating Committee.

'they will accept such vote as a rec 
otnmendation, or that they will dis 
regard the vote entirely. It is pro 
posed that the candidate receivin. 
the highest number of votes in the 
general election shall be declared the 
United States Senator,1 irrespectively 
of the political complexion of the 
Legislature.
